Zlllod. 1b7 au Editor. 

St. Louis, Oct. 14. — About half past 
t) o'clock this oveniiig, Jno. A. Cockrell, 
managing editor of tho Punt-Di.'ipatcli, 
fihot and killed Col. D. Slayb.ick, n prom- 
inent lawyer and well-known politician 
and ox-Gongreasnian of this city. At 
pVoBent it ia unknown how the shooting 

jocourredj_and Jt cannot be stated at this 
" wnttifipj, no oiJe directly coriceriiod in the 
matter has made a statement. W. H. 
Moore, city editor of the paper, who was 
sitting at his desk at the time, says that 
while Cockrell, John McGuttin, tho busi- 
ness iiianagor, and Victor T. Cole tho 
foreman, were holding a business confer- 
once ^inVJho^.-.editOriai room, Col. Slay- 
back,- accomp«niod by \V. T. Clopton, 
entered tlie local room and passed on 
toward tho editorial room, tho door of 
which was closed. Mr. Moore turned 
in his chair as they passed by, and ob- 
served tliat Cul. Slayback, as he opened 
the door vyith his left hand, had his right 
hand in his pistol pocket, and in less 
than a minute after Slayback entered 
Cockrell's room, ^loore hoard the reiiort 
of a pistol. 

Ho immediately sprang up and enter- 
ing the editorial room, found Shiyback 
Hlretched upon the floor and Cockrell 
bonding over him, apparently wiping tho 
blood from his face. Cockrell- asked 
Moore to send fur a physician, which he 
did, and in a few minutes Dr. McCarty 
arrived, but not till Slnybiick was dead. 

-He died about three minutes after being 
shot. Meanwhile Cockrell washed his 
hands and in. less than five minutes after 
tho fatal shot he and McGullln entered a 
carriage and drove away, it is not known 
where. 

The ball from Cockrell's pistol entered 
Slayback'b left side near the heart and 
ranged upwards. Whether it entered 
the heart is not'known, but it must liave 
penetrated the langs. 

An immense crowd gathered around the 
Post-jyhiMtcli oflice and remained there 
till long after dark. The deplorable atiair 
seems to have grown out :'i the publica- 
tion of an editorial by tho Pvxt-Dinjiatcli 
this evening, stating that iSlayback in a 
potty political meeting of the 18th ward, 
last night, applied strong and virulent ep- 
ithets to tho J'ost-Dispatrh and its con- 
ductors, making charges which ho knew 
to be falao, and in retaliation for tliis tlu' 
paper reproduced a card publislied a year 
ago by John M. Glove, a well knoun 
young; lawyoriv^"^ which the writer 
clia^ed Gbl Slayback with cowardice. 

Lateii — Jno. M. McGuflin and Victor 
T. Cole to-night made a stateniont as lo 
what occurred in the room where the 
shoijting took place. They say iu sub- 
atjince that Slayback on .entering the room 
threw his coat back, drew a revolver, and 
advancing said: 

"Well, I'm hero, air." 

Then observing a weapon on Cockrell's 
desk, aakoj, "Is that for me ?" 

Cockrell replied, "No, it is only to 
protect myself." 

Slayback then said, "You are prepar- 
ed to draw, then draw. " ' 

Cockrell answered, "I don't have to 
draw; I don't want to draw. Go away 
from here. I don't want to have any- 
thing to do with you." 

Slayback and Clopton in the nicantinio 
pressed forward and crowded Cockrell 
against the wall. Then they all got into 
a" sort of tuBsel, each striving to hold the 
other, Cockrell being the most crowded. 
The latter asked McGuffin to take Slay- 
back's pistol from him, and when he at- 
tempted to do so the weapon was dis- 
charged, and Slayback staggered and 
sank to the floor. 

McGuflBn obtained Slayback's pistol, 
and still has it. Clopton, who accompan- 
ied Slayback to the office, .ilatoa it was 
at Slayback's request, who said he would 
first slap tho editor's face, and then de- 
mand an apolo^ fqr- the article publish- 
ed. ^Clopton did not reach thu editorial 
rooBi'"quite as soon as Slayback. On en- 
tering ho heard Slayback say, "Don't 
you Iqraw that pistol on me." Simultan- 
ediiBly" Cockrell tired. Clopton said it 
was after this ho caught Cockrell's arm 
to prevent him from shooting again , and 
forced bim back against the wall, holding 
him till ho saw Slayback was shot, when 
ho went to the latter's assistance. As far 
aa he knows Slayback did not attack 
Cockrell until after tlie latter lired, nor 
show any pistol. It is understood Cock- 
rell has been in con.-iultation with conn 
ael all night, and it has been decided tlmt 
he shall surrender to the authorities. 



Eastom Canada Kail. 

Eight more bodies from the wreck of 
the i^is,jpicked.up by passing steamers, 
were 'felcen to Owen Sound late Sunday 
night by the tug .\nn Long, tho cai)tain 
of which vessel reports that many more 
were sean, but could not be secured for 
want of proper appliances. The investi- 
gation before Capt. Scott, 11. N., was re- 
sumed yesterday. .The evidence of vete- 
ran .s|i|.M«|.was ti%n, shgwing_,ihAt^ the 
moHoi'^^f canal' boats upon whicK the Asia 
was constructed, is of tho very worst 
kind for navigation of the upper lakes and 
Georgian Bay, and are entirely unable to 
live through a beam sea. 

The amount of the defalcations of Mc- 
neill, the clerk in the Montreal City Trea- 
surer's Office, which it has been discov- 
t-red have been going on for eight years 
without causing suspicions, is now placed 
at from twenty-five to thirty thousand 
dollars. 

Sir Charles Tupper has returned to tho 
capital 'immensely benefitted in health by 
his recent trip to England. 

Mr. McNameo, it is understood, has 
instructed couuaol to take a civil action 
for $50,000 damages against the proprie- 
tors of tho Montreal Eixaiiuj Post. 

It now appears that Aiiticosti Island is 
soon to- be' sold under an order from Judgo 
Rbuth'ier. ' "The proceeds are to be paid 
to tho court, and all proprietors who 
prove property on tho island are to be re- 
imbursed from tho proceeds of tho sale. 
It appears the action was instituted by 
Mr. . Geo. Bury, of Toronto, who purchas- 
edifrbin the widow of the late John Hen- 
derson of MontMiii], one .thirty-sixth part 
of the island,^ thus becoming part pro- 
prietor. Being desirous of realizing, he 
instituted an action in which the other 
heirs became defendants, and contested 
tlie/»pplicatioii. It was, proved however, 
that the- property could not "Tie divided 
without sale,, and consequently this was 
ordered. The island, which consists of 
some 2,460,000 acres of land, valued at 
80c. an acre, was first given to the famous 
French explorer Louis Joliette, by the 
French King in reward for his services. 
It was afterwards divjdedj^halfjhe^rpv 
perty passing into the harido of the'Stew 
ttrt, Dunn and Short lamiliea, and thii 
other half, concerning which tho difficul- 
ty aroie, being purchassd by one Patrick 



Loiiei-gan, who died Intestate, leaving it 
to three daiigliter.s, from whose hands it 
piuscd by liiai liaye into the possession of 
the Forsyth, Leslie and Jolinson heirs. 
The Forsyth heirs' share was subsequently 
purchased by the .\ntic03ti Company from 
W. I,. Forsyth, of Quebec, who acted in 
the matter under a power of attorney 
from his mother. The island lies in tho 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, directly jp the path 
of vessels from Euroi^f^Itmi^'a most 
dangerous coast, and vessels and cargoes 
enough have gone to pieces upon its rooks 
the value "f which Would cover it with 
trold ihdlars.

To say nothing of the drunken 
orgies that take place inside these cabins 
and tho quarrels outside, people with any 
olfactory sensibility whatever are obliged 
to give that locality a wide berth.

smell; on the sidewalk sonietimes, and in 
the gutter always, there i.s every i)oasible 
variety of garbage and lilth scattered 
about, which in addition is equally oll'en- 
sivo to the sight.

The c.ise of Wm. Chirke on remand 
from the 15th inst. charged with felon- 
iously cutting and wounding George 
Goaiiell on tho evening of tlie 12th in 
the Muusquotaires saloon was continued. 

Air. Drake a()|)eared for tho prison- 
er. 

Wm. Marwick sworn — I wont intc tho 
Mouaijuetaires saloon about 7:30 on 
Thursday evening last. I saw the pris- 
oner and George Oosnell its the back 
room with a crowd of men. Gosnoll 
aaid "its no use of ua lighting over her, 
for ahe ia nothiugbut a [irostitute. " There 
waa a half breed woman present at the 
time. Then Clarke ran up and struck 
Gosnell in the face. Gosiiell fell down 
and Clarke on the tup of him, they were 
scrambling and fightiiig there for a long 
time and tho blood was [louring from 
Gosnell, Clarke would say every now and 
then "how do you like that, you sen of 

a b 1 " Then I thought by tho w.ay 

Clarke was talking he might be cutting 
GoaneM, and I looked down, and I saw a 
pen knife in Clarke's hand. Gosnell 
struck Clarke's hand and the knife fell 
out on the floor. Clarke grabbed for the 
knife and I grabbed for it, and Clarke 
got it. I grabbed hold of his arm and 
took it out of hia hand. I and sumo 
other man in there then parted them. I 
then left. 

To Supt. O'Connor— When he used 
the worda "how do you like that, y(Hi son 

of a " his right arm and hand wavM 

on Gosiiell's face, the blaile of the knife 
waa bloody, I gave it to i\Ir. King, the 
proprietor of tiie saloon. The knife pro- 
duced is tho one Clarke had, and which 
1 took from him. 

To Mr. Drake— Uodi (;oanell and 
Chirke were drunk. They were scramb- 
ling on tho tloor live minutes before I 
iiitorfereil. Both had their coals otl. 
When Claiko at ruck (Joauell he fell, the 
room waa crowded, everybody was rush- 
ing in, among others a man named Mar- 
tin. 'I'he blow was struck as I got into 
the room. 

Or. .Jackson sworn — Shortly after 7 :'''f> 
on Thursday evening lust Geo. Gosnell 
came to my ollice. On examining him I 
found he had a cut on the left temple, 
also another on tho left cheek. There 
was considerable hemorrhage from the 
tem[)le, a small artery having been di- 
vided or cut. I dressed the wound and 
directed Gosnell to go home at once. 
'I'ho wound could have been iiitlicted with 
a knife. 

To Mr. Drake — The wound on tlio 
tem[)le was \\ inches lung and .[ inch 
dei'ij, there waa sumo swelling from a 
blow I guess. The one on the cheek 
was lUily or little more than a scratch. 
It is ([uite possible (hat the wound could 
have been' intlicted by the knife now 
produced. The wound on the ieni|>h- 
[lenot rated to the bone. 

Joseph King — I am malinger of the 
Mousquetaires saloon, I remember last 
Thursday evening, tho 12th inst. 1 re- 
member seeing the prisoner and Ciosnoll 
in my saloon that evening. The prisoner 
Clarke and Gosnell with Mrs. Clarke and 
Chapman, had a drink in the back room. 
They stojiped live minutes after they had 
the drink, then they aent out of the 
house and came back in about 20 min- 
utes. I was in the bar and they came 
into tho back room, and when I wont in, 
I found Gosnell and Clarke fighting. I 
gut hold of Gosnell by the arm, and I 
told him what was the use of fighting, 
that he had better go homo. Somebody 
was calling meat tho bar and I left him 
in the room, and afterwards 1 heard a 
noise as if they were fighting again, but 
could not get in the room. Wm. Mar- 
wick was 111 tho saloon at the time. Ho 
gave me a penknife to take care of, I [mt 
it under the counter, I gave it to one of 
the police officers next morning. Tho 
knife produced ia tho one. I used to 
think that the half breed referred to as 
Airs. Clarke was Clarke's wife> 

To Mr. Drake — Clarke was three or 
four hours in my saloon with Mrs. Clarke 
in the afternuon. He was in and out. 
He left before ilie fight between 7 and 8 
o'clock. He waa drinking all the time. 
He waa drunk for 3 or 4 hours. I sup- 
plied him with liquor aa long as he call- 
ed for it. I supply a drunken man with 
li(|Uor aa long aa he calls for it. When 
1 went in the room the first time tho two 
of them were fighting with their coats oil'. 
Gosnell was getting up when I went in, 
he was drunk. Uo only had one drink 
in the room at my place. I tq)d him to 
;;o home, but I had to leave him as some 
one called niu at tho bar, I knew he had 
no more money. 

Martin Willis sworn— I waa in the 
back room of tho saloon at the time the 
disturbance commenced. I wont to the 
door, tlie room was full, I stood behind 
Mr. Marwick. I saw scuflling on the 
floor. About that time Marwick jumped 
in and caught ono of them and 1 caught 
Indd of tho other and wo piillod Iheni 
ii|)art. I went on into the saloon, and 
did not see any more. When I saw Gos- 
nell bleeding [iretty bad, I lold him to 
go over to Ur. Jackaon'a. 1 did not sei- 
Alarwick take anything out of Clarke's 
hand. 

Mr. Drake on behalf of the [irisnnor 
said if Hia Honor did not intend to deal 
with the case sununarily, ho would re- 
serve his defence for a higher court. 

Hia Honor intimated the caae was too 
serious a one. 

The prisoner on being askud if he had 
anything to say, losorvod his defence. 
He w.as then committed for trial. 

Mr. Drake asked that the prisoner be 
admitted to bail. 

Ilia Honor said' he would admit the 
[irisoiior to liail, with two sureties in 
§25(1 each and hiinaulf iu S500. 

The complainant Gosnell and the wit- 
ness Marwick and King were then bound 
over to appear on the trial in $200 each. 

A Drrr Hunt.— On Saturday last

Mr. Philli|i8 of tho dock yard went out 
for a hunt on the Snaiiich ridge, and they 
soon came across a vory lino buck. After 
receiving a shot ho turned at bay; but an- 
other bullet from Lieut.
